sonal or mixed, or any interest therein, or income therefrom in 
trust or otherwise, to any person, association or corporation, 

* • within the state, in the following cases, except as here-
inafter provided: 

(Section 1087-4) (1) All property transferred to mu-
nicipal corporations within the state for strictly county, town 
or municipal purposes, or to corporations of this state organized 
under its laws, or that may be organized within two years after 
the transfer of such property, solely for religious, charitable or 
educational purposes, which shall use the property so trans-. 
ferred, exclusively for the purposes of their organization, within 
the state, shall be exempt.
